Location: 

Eureka  Valley  Recreation  Center  is  located  at  100  Collingwood  Street,  between  18th  and  19th  Streets. 

General  Scope  of  Work: 

Thanks  to  many  invested  community  members  and  City  personnel  who  offered  input  during  past 

public  planning  meetings,  this  project  includes  the  following  improvements: 
A  new  children's  playground  New  meeting  rooms 

An  enlarged  lobby  Completely  renovated  restrooms 

Improved  site  access  New  planters  and  trees 

An  expanded  children's  room  Integration  of  existing  mural  into  new  teen 

A  new  teen  center  building 

Hours  of  Operation: 

Crews  are  allowed  to  operate  Monday  through  Friday,  from  7:00  AM  to  5:30  PM. 

Timeline: 

The  park  was  closed  October  1  to  prepare  for  construction,  and  allow  programs  and  staff  to  remove  or 
salvage  equipment,  supplies,  and  furniture;  perform  hazardous  material  abatement  (interior  and 
exterior)  and  demolition  work  (interior  and  exterior).  The  general  contractor  performing  the  key 
improvements  is  estimated  to  arrive  on-site  mid  to  late  January.  With  few  construction  complications 
and  good  weather,  the  project  should  be  completed  by  Summer  2005.  (The  project  is  estimated  to  take 
18  months.)  At  that  time,  the  public  will  have  full  access  to  a  new  and  much  improved  recreation 
center.

o     The  basketball  and  tennis  courts  will  be  resurfaced.  A  new  chain  link  fence,  basketball  backboards 

and  tennis  netting  will  be  installed. 

The  play  area  has  been  redesigned,  enlarging  the  area  to  include  brightly  colored  preschool-age 

children's  play  structure  with  sand-works,  bucket  swings,  a  couple  of  spring  toys  and  a  'Mini  Apollo' 

whirling  climber.  For  the  school  age  children,  the  play  area  will  have  a  'Geodome'  net  play  environment, 

belt  swings  and  tire  swing,  as  well  as  a  stand-alone  slide.  The  area  will  also  include  several  benches  and 

tables, 
o     The  new  picnic  area  will  be  slightly  "moved"  and  will  be  surrounded  by  a  rustic  wood  fence,  and  will 

have  two  tables  of  different  sizes  that  can  accommodate  large  and  small  groups,  and  persons  who  use 

wheelchairs.  Finally,  the  barbeques  will  be  replaced, 
o     The  ADA-path  will  be  completely  renovated  to  accommodate  people  with  disabilities, 
o     Several  benches  will  be  located  along  the  path  for  places  to  rest  and  lighting  will  be  added  for  safety, 
o     An  artist's  work  will  enhance  the  landing  below  the  new  stairs, 
o     Separate  from  the  scope  of  work  under  this  contract,  the  existing  restrooms  will  be  refurbished  and 

made  ADA-accessible. 

UPDATE 

Area  around  Baseball  Diamond 

The  new  ADA  path  of  travel,  which  wraps  almost  entirely  around  the  baseball  diamond,  is  complete.  Benches 
and  other  site  furnishings  will  be  either  installed  and/or  refurbished  towards  the  end  of  the  project  which  is 
scheduled  for  mid  to  late  summer  of  2004. 

Area  around  Basketball  Area 

The  contractor  anticipates  completing  the  work  on  the  basketball  courts  by  early  April.  This  includes  the 
pathway  improvements  around  the  courts,  the  accessories  (such  as  the  basketball  poles,  backboards,  and  nets), 
and  the  resurfacing  of  the  courts,  weather  permitting. 

Play  Area 

The  focus  of  the  next  several  months  will  be  on  the  play  area.  This  work,  which  entails  trenching,  installing  a 
safety  surface  as  well  as  a  new  drainage  system,  and  forming  and  building  new  walls  that  will  enclose  the  new 
play  equipment,  has  begun.  The  installation  of  the  play  equipment,  as  with  most  playground  projects,  will  be 
installed  closer  to  the  end  of  the  project. 

Picnic  Area 

The  picnic  bench  area,  which  is  located  adjacent  to  the  play  area  and  which  will  come  equipped  with  two  new 
barbeques,  will  be  built  towards  the  end  of  the  project.

Why  were  these  projects  put  on  hold? 

The  Department  identified  a  funding  shortfall  of  $56  million  dollars.  This  shortfall  was  due 
primarily  to  the  reduction  of  anticipated  annual  Open  Space  appropriations  for  capital 
improvements  and  a  general  increase  in  overall  project  costs  since  the  original  project 
assessment  report  which  was  completed  in  1 998-99. 

How  were  the  19  projects  placed  on  hold  identified? 

Once  the  budget  shortfall  was  determined,  the  Department  evaluated  all  the  active  projects 
against  the  following  criteria  in  order  to  select  the  most  appropriate  projects  to  put  on  hold. 

■  Schedule:  protect  projects  in  construction  and  closest  to  construction. 

■  High  Need:  fund  projects  in  the  defined  high-need  areas. 

■  Bond  funding:  fund  projects  that  had  previously  received  bond  funding  or  where  bond 
funds  are  committed  as  matching  funds. 

What  is  the  Department  doing  to  move  these  projects  forward? 

■  Project  Managers  are  currently  evaluating  active  projects  and  are  looking  to  reduce 
project  budgets  by  10%  at  the  request  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission. 

■  Evaluating  the  Downtown  Park  Fund  to  see  if  we  can  expand  the  possible  uses  for 
these  funds. 

■  Aggressively  seeking  gift  and  grant  opportunities.

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The  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department  is  in  the  process  of  planning  for  the  major  renovation  of  the 
Harvey  Milk  Recreational  Arts  Center  located  in  Duboce  Park.  As  those  familiar  with  the  site  know,  the  existing 
center  features  a  prominent  mural  painted  by  local  artist  Johanna  Poethig.  Commissioned  in  1988,  the  mural 
faces  south  onto  Duboce  Street  and  consists  of  two  panels  on  parallel  building  faces.  The  larger  of  the  two  murals 
depicts  slain  gay  rights  leader  Harvey  Milk  and  the  smaller  depicts  famous  photographer  Imogen  Cunningham. 
The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  would  like  your  input  on  the  mural's  future  on  the  site. 

The  adopted  conceptual  plan  for  the  project  calls  for  the  reconfiguration  of  the  building  layout  to  create  a  campus 
plan,  which  will  feature  a  large  pedestrian  walkway  and  new  performing  arts  theater.  In  order  to  realize  the 
adopted  design,  the  portion  of  the  mural  depicting  Imogen  Cunningham  must  be  removed.  The  larger  mural 
depicting  Harvey  Milk  will  be  minimally  impacted  by  the  construction  of  the  new  walkway  stair,  and  the  viewing 
perspective  of  the  panel  will  be  slightly  altered. 

The  project  budget  includes  funding  for  art  enrichment  which  will  be  coordinated  by  the  City's  Arts  Commission. 
The  project  team  intends  to  use  these  funds  to  commission  a  new  integrated  art  element  for  the  building  that  will 
honor  Harvey  Milk.  The  City's  Administrative  Code  does  not  allow  for  the  art  enrichment  budget  to  be  used  for 
the  restoration  of  murals  and  the  project  budget  is  not  sufficient  to  provide  for  mural  restoration  at  this  time. 
Although  the  artist  may  be  able  to  obtain  funds  for  the  restoration  of  the  mural,  the  commitment  of  funds  can  not 
be  confirmed  at  this  time.  A  decision  regarding  the  future  of  the  mural  must  be  made  now,  concurrent  with  the 
preparation  of  construction  documents. 

The  department  is  now  considering  whether  this  is  an  appropriate  time  to  remove  the  mural.  We  are  soliciting 
your  input  to  determine  whether  community  sentiment  supports  the  incorporation  of  the  existing  mural,  in  its 
current  condition,  into  the  newly  renovated  facility  or  whether  it  feels  that  the  mural  has  reached  the  end  of  its  life 
expectancy  and  supports  its  removal.

I  am  writing  to  inform  you  that  the  Recreation  &  Park  Department  plans  to  remove  (52)  existing 
trees  at  Ocean  View  Park,  starting  on  February  8,  2005.  Work  will  be  complete  by  March  15.  All  of 
the  trees  were  posted  in  January  2004.  The  posting  was  followed  by  a  public  meeting  on  March  13, 
2004,  during  which  we  discussed  the  proposed  tree  removals.  For  those  who  were  unable  to  attend 
the  public  meeting,  there  are  several  reasons  for  removing  these  picturesque  trees.  Most  of  the  trees 
are  Monterey  Pines,  a  tree  species  of  limited  longevity  and  disease  resistance,  which  requires  a  lot  of 
maintenance  and  has  a  poor  safety  record.  Most  of  the  trees  were  planted  too  close  together  and 
never  thinned,  resulting  in  many  unhealthy,  tall  trees  that  are  practically  devoid  of  leaves.  These 
trees  pose  a  risk  to  park  users,  park  infrastructure  and  surrounding  property.  By  removing  trees,  the 
Department  is  securing  the  safety  of  the  proposed  recreation  center  for  future  users. 

The  San  Francisco  Recreation  &  Park  Department  is  poised  to  make  a  significant  investment  in  the 
OMI  neighborhood  with  Neighborhood  Park  Bond  funds.  This  funding  has  provided  RPD  with  the 
opportunity  to  build  a  new  recreation  center  and  to  simultaneously  address  a  critical  problem  in  our 
urban  forest.  Many  of  the  trees  in  San  Francisco's  parks  were  planted  around  the  same  time;  these 
trees  are  reaching  the  end  of  their  life  spans.  In  order  to  revitalize  the  urban  forest  and  to  ensure  a 
continuously  leafy  future  for  San  Francisco  parks,  rotational  planting  needs  to  begin  now.  The 
removal  of  some  trees  is  necessary  to  accomplish  this  goal. 

Removing  trees  is  the  essential  first  step  towards  construction  of  the  new  Minnie  &  Lovie  Ward 
Recreation  Center.  Although  construction  of  the  new  recreation  center  will  not  begin  until  June  or 
July  2005,  the  trees  should  be  removed  now,  prior  to  the  bird  nesting  season,  in  order  to  prevent  any 
further  project  delays.  Proceeding  with  the  removal  of  trees,  before  the  project  goes  out  to  bid,  will 
help  to  make  the  project  more  cost  effective  and  will  speed  the  implementation  of  the  new  recreation 
center.

We  are  excited  to  announce  that  the  Aptos  Park  Renovation  Project  is  nearly  complete!  The  park  will  re-open  in  July 
2006.  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  is  working  with  Supervixor  Elsbernd's  office  and  community  leaders  to 
schedule  an  opening  date.  Construction  was  scheduled  to  end  in  March  2006,  but  unusually  extensive  winter  and 
early  spring  rains  impeded  progress.
